WASHINGTON If you’re angry that Wall Street 
speculators have been driving up the price you 
pay for gasoline, you may not want to hear that 
these same big investors now are pushing up 
the price of your cup of joe. 

Grocery shoppers have seen whopping in- 
creases this year in the price of coffee, whether 
it’s a store brand, Folgers or Maxwell House. 
Since spring, coffee has been selling at $7 to 
S8 a can in many parts of the country, or about 
twice the price of a gallon of gas. 

'ITie retail price of coffee in July was up 
20.7 percent over the same month last year, 
according to the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
which tracks changes in grocery store prices. 


Big coffee marketers have trimmed prices a bit 
for consumers in recent weeks, but the price of 
contracts for future delivery of coffee contin- 
ues to rise unabated. 

What gives? 

Coffee-industry veterans blame financial 
speculators. They say they’re taking advan- 
tage of global supply hiccups to drive up cof- 
fee prices by adding volatility to the trading of 
contracts for fiiture delivery of coffee. It’s not 
as debilitating to family income as high crude 
oil prices, but the phenomenon is the same. 

“It’s definitely not purely supply and de- 
mand; it’s way too volatile,’^ said Shawn Hamil- 
ton, vice president of operations and a veteran 
coffee buyer for Java City in Sacramento, Ca- 
lif, a national wholesaler of coffee and a mid- 
size regional coffee roaster. 

Experts say global consumption of coffee is 


up, particularly in China and coffee-producing 
Brazil. ITiere’s also been a weather-related dip 
in production from Colombia. 'These underly- 
ing supply-and-demand factors do justify high- 
er coffee prices— just not this high. The hiccup 
in production and rising demand set the stage 
for Wall Street speculators, many of them big 
hedge funds that invest for the ultrawealthy, to 
flood into commodities markets and speculate 
on contracts for future delivery of coffee. 

llie net result distorts the price of cof- 
fee. llie price of a futures contract for 
37,500 pounds of coffee rose by more than 
40 percent last year and has gone up by more 
than 57 percent this year through Aug. 19. 

“It’s not a true coffee market anymore, where 
the laws of supply and demand hold forth,” said 
Danell Seda, a trader for Walker Coffee Trading 
in Houston, an importer of green coffee beans.

WASHINGTON Soaring coffee 
prices mean good times for peas- 
ant growers, but the big price tags 
eventually could threaten suppli- 
ers of organic and other “socially ^ 
conscious” coffees* 

US. retail coffee prices are up 
more than 20 percent over the 
past 12 months and more than 
57 percent in commodity mar- 
kets. It’s a windfall for growers 
after nearly a decade of horrible 
prices. 

“We haven’t seen this kind 
of price in many many years,” 
said T.inbano Cruz Alvarado, 
an organic grower who belongs 
to Union JVIajomut in Mexico’s 
mountainous southern state of 
Chiapas. 'We’ve seen high prices, 
but not this high.” 

But for counterintuitive rea- 
sons, these prices may be harmful. 

Over the past 15 years, there’s 
been an explosion of specialty 
growers who export everything 
from coffee beans grown without 
fertilizers and chemicals to cof- 
fee grown in wild bird sanctuar- 
ies. Coffee shops that offer these 
sorts of specialty beans arc in 
virtually every large U.S. and Eu- 
ropean city. 

Now, however, the middlemen 
offer better prices than some of 
the contracts the co-ops have en- 
tered into previously with foreign 
buyers. 

Some farmers are taking the 
higher offers, leaving the co-ops 
struggling to get sufficient sup- 
plies and at risk of defaulting on 
contracts.

Occupancy hotels shut 
down across Chicago

Bob Covel has been a fixture at the Be- 
lair Hotel for 36 years. Blind and living on 
a fixed income, Covel always found the 
single -room occupancy building a good fit, 
even as it fell into disrepair and became 
home in recent years to a more itinerant 
clientele. 

But soon, Covel and the other Belair res- 
idents— a diverse mix of low-income work- 
ers, people with disabilities and elderly retir- 
ees— will be gone. Tenants are being evicted 
from the building and from another single- 
room occupancy hotel in Lakeview, the 
Sheffield House, forcing dozens of people 
with limited resources to relocate quickly in 
a city where day-to-day or month- to-month 
housing is increasingly hard to find. 


“It’s taking away a home, basically,” said 
Covel, who is one of the few residents so far 
able to line up a new place to live. “There’s 
not a damn thing I can do about it.” 

That’s largely true. Chicago once was 
home to many residential hotels such as the 
Belair, places where people living on fixed 
incomes or working low-paying jobs could 
stay without having to put up security de- 
posits or sign leases. The tiny, sparse rooms 
were, in essence, a last line of defense for 
folks who might otherwise be homeless. 

But gentrification has consumed a major- 
ity of these single-room occupancy build- 
ings. And while groups that advocate for 
the homeless don’t like to lose any resourc- 
es, many say that money is better spent on 
newer low-income housing solutions than 
on maintaining decrepit buildings such as 
the Belair and the Sheffield House. 

“The model we use now is supportive 
housing,” said Julie Dworkin, director of 


policy for the Chicago Coalition for the 
Homeless. “The rent is subsidized so peo- 
ple who have little income can pay maybe 
30 percent of their income for rent, and then 
there are services for them on site. If they 
have mental health or substance-abuse is- 
sues or if they need help finding jobs, they’ve 
got services right there. It has been shown 
that this type of housing is what can really 
get people out of chronic homelessness.” 

Bennett Lawson, the 44th Ward’s deputy 
alderman under Tom Tinney said the loss 
of the two residential hotels is concerning 
for Lakeview, but not unexpected. 

“What we’re doing as a city and a sys- 
tem is moving away from this [single -room 
occupancy] style housing,” Lawson said. 
“What we want to do, ideally, is move ev- 
eryone into a more stable housing situa- 
tion. Studios, efficiencies, but not this resi- 
dence hotel model, where some have been 
good and some have been awful.”

In 1989, a group called Lakefront SRO 
turned a single-room occupancy hotel in Up- 
town into a 69 -unit building that provided 
rooms and social services to people long tee- 
tering on the edge of homelessness. 

That model— called “permanent support- 
ive housing”— is now embraced by many 
advocates for the homeless. Lakefront SRO 
has become Mercy Housing Lakefront, an or- 
ganization that has 12 permanent supportive 
housing buildings in Chicago providing 1,307 
units to some of the city’s most vulnerable 
residents. 

“The whole objective is to help people sta- 
bilize in their housing,” said Lisa Kuklinski, 
spokeswoman for the group. “Everyone that 
comes to us in this type of housing has had a 
history of housing instability whether that’s 
street homelessness or doubling up or sleep- 
ing in a place that was inappropriate.” 

Each building provides residents with case 
managers who help them with everything 
from learning to budget properly to find- 
ing the social services and medical care they 
need. 

Also, residents are given employment 
training and taught how to advocate for 
themselves and become active members of 
the community 

The residents pay about 30 percent of 
whatever income they have for rent. 

“We feel like these services address people 
holistically,” Kuklinski said. “You’re a whole 
person, you’re not just a homeless person. 
Y)u’re a person who’s a citizen of your com- 
munity just like anyone else.” 

Reflecting how dire the demand for hous- 
ing is, Mercy Housing Lakefront has waiting 
lists at all its buildings. When a new building 
opened in Englewood last year, Kuklinski 
said, more than 1,000 people applied for the 
99 available units. 

The group’s work is funded by a mix of city 
state and federal housing programs along with 
private and philanthropic donations. Kuk- 
linski said that in general it gives priority to 
homeless applicants who are disabled or deal- 
ing with chronic health problems. 
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Lawyers argue 
for Peterson’s 
jail release

Drew Peterson’s attorneys filed a request for 
his release from jail with the Illinois Supreme 
Court on Tuesday as prosecutorial appeals in 
the highly publicized murder case have de- 
layed his trial for more than a year. 

The defense already has lost similar ef- 
forts at the trial, appellate and state Supreme 
Court levels, but Peterson’s team argues its 
position only gets stronger the longer he re- 
mains in custody 

Proceedings were halted on the eve of 
trial nearly 14 months ago when Will County 
State’s Attorney James Glasgow appealed a 
judge’s ruling barring several hearsay state- 
ments that Glasgow says would help convict 
Peterson in the death of his third wife, Kath- 
leen Savio. 

At the time, Glasgow acknowledged that 
his iith-hour legal maneuver could lead to Pe- 
terson being freed. 

Peterson, 57, is charged with killing Savio, 
who was found dead in a dry bathtub in 2004. 
Officials initially ruled the death an acciden- 
tal drowning, but authorities reopened the 
case after Stacy Peterson, Peterson’s fourth 
wife, disappeared in October 2007. 

Pace riders 
sent to hospital 
after accident

Nearly two dozen people were taken to hos- 
pitals Tuesday with minor injuries after their 
Pace bus was involved in an accident on the 
West Side, officials said. 

Eight people were taken in fair-to-serious 
condition to hospitals while the other 15 peo- 
ple were in good-to-fair condition, according 
to a Chicago Fire Department spokesman. 

The accident happened at about i p.m. at 
Mayfield Avenue and Corcoran Place, offi- 
cials said. 

The Route 313 bus had just picked up pas- 
sengers from the Austin CTA Green Line 
stop and had been traveling south on May- 
field when it was stopped at a light, said Pat- 
rick Wilmot, a Pace spokesman. 

The bus was about to turn left and proceed 
westbound when it was hit by a car and sus- 
tained minor damage. The people on the bus 
initially said they were not injured but when am- 
bulances arrived the said they had experienced 
soreness from the impact, Wlmot said. 


Cheney name-drops 
M-Rahm in memoir

Just before Rahm Emanuel became President 
Obama’s chief of staff, he got some unsolic- 
ited advice from the men who held the job 
before him. 

The gathering was hosted by Josh Bolten, 
who was President George W Bush’s last 
chief of staff Also gathered around a table in 
the White House office they once worked in 
were Howard Baker, John Sununu and Leon 
Panetta, former Vice President Dick Cheney 
writes in his new book. 

Cheney says he dropped one of his “better 
lines” on Emanuel. 

“Josh went around and asked each of us to 
give Rahm our most important piece of ad- 
vice,” Cheney wrote in “In My Time: A Per- 
sonal and Political Memoir.” “By this time, 
of course, there’d been years of stories about 
how I was the evil genius controlling the 
Bush administration from behind a curtain, 
so when it came my turn I advised Rahm, 
‘Whatever you do, make sure you’ve got the 
vice president under control.’ It was one of 
my better lines.” 

Emanuel is mentioned twice in Cheney’s 
book, both in the final chapter, titled “End- 
ings.” 

During a long setup about efforts to pass 
on Afghanistan intelligence to the incoming 
Obama camp, Cheney writes that the Bush 
administration decided to share its findings 
quietly “so they could use them without poli- 
tics getting in the way” 

“In light of that, I was somewhat surprised 
the following year to hear Obama chief of 
staff Rahm Emanuel assert that we had left 
them with no plan,” Cheney wrote. 

Emanuel left the chief of staff job in Octo- 
ber to run for mayor of Chicago. His mayoral 
administration did not to respond to Cheney’s 
account Tuesday

Rescue efforts ongoing 
as coastal waters rise

“Unfortunately, they are used to flood- 
ing, but not of this magnitude,” he said of 


local residents. ‘And a lot of areas are get- 
ting flooded this time that have not been 
flooded before.” 

Some coastal communities along Irene’s 
path have been cut off, turned temporarily 
into islands. 

In Grafton, Vt., 800 residents were 
stranded. “It’s one massive mess,” said 
Tara Taylor, who came out of Grafton to 
nearby Rockingham, along with her family 
“There’s no words to describe this.” 

While part of Grafton has maintained 
electricity much of the town is running on 
generators, she said. But as far as she knew, 
people were well, and no one had been 
hurt. “We’ve been very lucky with this,” 
Taylor said

TUCSON, Ariz. An 86 -year-old Ari- 
zona man who was impaled through 
the skull with pruning shears in a freak 
gardening accident was expected to make 
a full recovery, his doctors said. 

Leroy Luetscher dropped a pair of prun- 
ing shears while working in his yard in 
Green Valley south of Tucson, on July 30, 
the University Medical Center in Tucson 
said in a news release. 

The shears landed in the ground point 
downward. When Luetscher bent down 
to pick them up, he fell face-down on the 
handle, which punched through his eye 
socket and went down into his neck. 

Luetscher was rushed by ambulance 
to University Medical Center in Tucson, 
where a team of surgeons was able to re- 
move the shears, rebuild the eye socket 
with metal mesh and save his eye.

“Morning Amp” program 

The job(s): Classic film archivist, 

Chuck E. Cheese character 
“I worked 8-10 hour days 
in the basement of TBS in 
Atlanta in the MGM movie vault 
watching and archiving black 
and white movies. After three 
months, I start going crazy- talk- 
ing old timey and thinking that 
summer days should be in black and white. 

“Oh, also, try being hung over in a Chuck E. Cheese rat suit, doing a 
ShowBiz Pizza birthday party on a Bears Sunday!”

“I spent six months developing profiles on top banking executives and conduct- 
ing covert interviews with them and their peers to help major financial institutions 
steal personnel from their competitors. Not only did I help staff the companies that 
led us into the financial meltdown, the company that employed me also helped 
their clients skirt E.O.E. rules by only giving them white, straight family men to 
choose from. I was a young starving actor in New York at the time but 
promptly left when I realized the true implications of my work. And 
now I wear a dress on stage, which hurts no one.”

There’s no question that an imperial, or double, India 
pale ale is a big beer. The prerequisite for brewing the 
style is massive doses of malt and hops, which typi- 
cally result in a beer with an alcohol content of at least 
7.5 percent by volume. 

Just as a Russian imperial stout is a much bigger, 
more aggressive cousin to a stout, double IPAs are a 
spinoff of an India pale ale, a beer brewed with loads 
of hops that serve as a natural preservative on the 
long trek from Britain to India. As a result, the 
bolder cousin of a style known for its bitter, spicy 
notes that emanate from hops is going to be a 
hoppy beer. In fact, the guidelines for double 
IPAs published by the Brewers Association, a 
trade group representing American craft brew- 
ers, state that the style is intended to exhibit 
the fresh and bright character of hops. 

But that doesn’t mean that double IPAs 
have to be one-dimensional, palate-singeing 
hop bombs. In fact, the style’s big hop flavors 
balance well with big, malty notes, says Taylor 
Rees, head brewer at Great Divide Brewing 
Co., which brews Hercules double IPA. 

Rees’ ideas about the style are clear when 
sipping Hercules, as the hops’ piney citrus 
notes are prominent, but they’re balanced by 
caramel-like malty flavors. 

“We’ve always been about balance,” he says. 

“When we started, we had four full-time and 
four part-time staff and the majority of us 
liked well-balanced beers. So it was never a 
question whether we would make a hop bomb C 

or if we would craft a hoppy beer with a malty 
backbone.” 

Great Divide isn’t alone. Southern Tier ages 
its Unearthly double IPA in oak to give the 
beer an added dimension, while Boulevard 
adds ingredients such as brown sugar to its 
malt mash to give its Double-Wide IPA dis- 
tinct toffee and caramel notes.
